While recent studies have brought . 


the problem of binge drinking on 
college campuses to national atten- 
tion, they have also shown that the 
percentage of binge drinkers at Sac- 
ramento State may be below the na- 
tional average. 

A1993-94 study conducted by the 
Harvard School of Public Health 
found that 44 percent of the 17,592 
respondents from 140 four-year col- 
legesand universitiesreported atleast 
one episode of binge drinking in the 
two weeks prior to taking the survey. 
Thirty-two percent of the 125 CSUS 
students who participated in the sur- 
vey reported binge drinking in the 
pervious two weeks. 

A 1991-92 Core Institute survey 
reported 42 percent of American stu- 
dents and 30 percent of CSUS stu- 
dents had episodes of binge drinking 
in the two weeks before being sur- 


‘veyed. 


Binge drinking is defined by the 
studies as five or more drinks in arow 
for men and four or more drinks in a 
row for women. 


According to CSUS Health Cen- 


ter Director Laurie -Bisset-Grady, 
binge drinking is aproblem for CSUS 
students.

pated in several field sobriety tests through- 
out the day.

Lisa Slosman, who helped organize the 
event, said, “I think it went really well. 
This was supposed to be fun, but I hope 
people will think about it before they get 
in a car and drive drunk.” 

“Tt was a success,” said CSUS Intra- 
mural Coordinator Rob Frye. “It was a 
really good turnout— by far the biggest 
one we had in the three years we’ ve been 


doing it.” 

Frye worked with Slosman and 
CSUS Health Center Director Laurie 
Bisset-Grady to organize the event. 

The experiment began at 11 a.m. 
andended at2 p.m. In two hours, both 
Gleason and Case had consumed 11 
drinks; Werlin had ten. Blood-alco- 
hol levels were .113 for Gleason, .124 
for Case and .08 for Werlin. 

The State of California considers 
.08 to be legally drunk. 


Spike Lee talks about racism, film

Renowned filmmaker Spike Lee 
spoke to a near-capacity crowd in the 
CSUS South Gym on Tuesday. On 
crutches due to knee surgery, Lee spoke 
about his education, social and politi- 
cal opinions and his career as a film- 
maker. 

Lee opened his dialogue by men- 
tioning Monday’s Million Man March 
in Washington D.C. organized by the 
leader of the Nation of Islam, Louis 
Farrakhan. “They tried to turn some- 
thing positive intoanegative,” Lee said 
in reference to the media. “I don’t 
know how two million men became 
four hundred thousand. This spin doc-

University Transportation and Park- 
ing Services (UTAPS) is encouraging 
CSUS students to become more in- 
volved in carpooling. 

Nancy Fox, Transportation and 
Parking ManageratUT APS, said, “Cur- 
rently, we’ re exploring places to estab- 
lish more carpool spaces for students, 
to encourage more use of carpooling.” 

Fox emphasized that the key to 
higher student involvement is to des-

Lee also answered a question about a 
statement he had made in a previous 
speech, allegedly calling into question 
retired Gen. Colin Powell’ s “blackness.” 

Lee said that the statement was made 
in regard to a poll saying that only 35 
percent of African Americans would 


are located in Lot 2 (across from the 
Speech/Drama Building). Carpool spaces 
are available to students ona preferential 
basis until 11 a.m. After 11a.m., carpool 
spaces are open to all students with a 
student parking permit. . 

Although there are presently only 88 
preferential carpool spaces on campus, 
305 carpool permits have been issued 
this semester. “People typically come 
and go,” says Fox. “The theory of it is 
that the spaces are used and become 
available.” 

According to Fox, the main reason 


support Powell in a presidential run.

“Tt is a common behavior for ap- 
proximately one-third of our popula- 
tion. I’d say that’s pretty significant,” 
Bisset-Grady said. 

She said she is not sure why CSUS 
reported below national average epi- 
sodes of binge drinking. She said that 
studies have shown thatthere is ahigher 
rate of college drinking at schools in 
the Northeast. She also suggested that 
changing attitudes about drugs, par- 
ticularly in California, may be fac- 
tors. , 

Bisset-Grady said some students 
exhibiting binge drinking may be show- 
ing early signs of alcohol addiction. 

To fight drug abuse by students, 
most universities have developed out- 
standing drug prevention and educa- 
tion programs. Over the past several 
years, the University of the Pacific in 
Stockton has developed CROSS- 
ROADS. Originally called the ROAD 
program, it includes a strong compo- 
nent of peer counseling and a Sub- 
stance Abuse Committee, which meets 


.tegularly to discuss alcohol and drug 


policy development. 

Bisset-Grady said that the CSUS 
Drug and Alcohol Prevention Educa- 
tion Program is similar to CROSS- 
ROADS. 

“We have five peer educators who 
give presentations, primarily for the 
residence halls,” Bisset-Grady said. 
“But they are also available to talk 
with any campus organization or 
class.” 

Bisset-Grady said the program, like 
CROSSROADS, focuses on preven- 
tion and short-term counseling. While 
treatment is not available, they dorefer 
students who need additional help to 
quality treatment centers. In addition, 
Alcoholics Anonymous is now hold- 
ing two meetings a week at the Health 
Center, and the Drug and Alcohol Pro- 
gram can refer students there. 

“A person may be binge drinking 
one or two times a month: That is still 
having a problem with alcohol. That is 


notsocial use. That’ snotsomeone who 
goes out and has a glass of wine with 
dinner,” Bisset-Grady said. 

Bisset-Grady said, like VOP,CSUS 
now has the University Alcohol and 
Drug Committee, which meets on an 
“as needed basis’ to discuss alcohol 
and drug policy. 

CROSSROADS’ Director Peggy 
Rosson said the program has been 
helped by two grants from the Fund for 
Improvement of Postsecondary Edu- 
cation (FIPSE). The latest grant, which 
came in 1994, was worth about 
$150,000. FIPSE grants, Rosson said, 
usually pay the salaries of employees 
and operating costs of programs. 

CSUS has not received a FIPSE 
grant since 1990. Since then, FIPSE 
has awarded more than 700 grants to 
college programs around the country, 
including one to UC Davis and six to 
San Jose State University. 

Bisset-Grady said the 1990 grant 
was atwo-year grant, lasting until 1992, 
and was worth $153,000, Because the 
grant was funding the program, she 
was able to hire additional people and 
devote herself full-time to drug and 
alcohol prevention. Now, she said, the 
program has been scaled back since the 
grant ran out and she is back to super- 
vising several Health Center pro- 
grams, 

“They’ve been cutting back,” 
Rosson said. “This year there were no 
FIPSE grants awarded. They are really 
pulling back in Washington.” 

In addition to the successful 
CROSSROADS program, Rosson said 
that UOP recently became the first 
school in the nation with its own chap- 
ter of Friday Night Live, the popular 
nationwide program that specializes in 
hosting non-alcoholic activities for 
students to participate in on Friday 
nights. The new chapter, called Pa- 
cific Live, hopes to start by holding 
one event per month this semester,

for the overall low numbers of stu- 
dent involvement in carpooling is the 
issue of convenience. “I think that 
it’s the convenience of finding some- 
one who has your same point of de- 
parture, your same destination, and 
your same schedule. That’s chal- 
lenging,” Fox said. 

Fox said that CSUS students also 
have excellent alternate means of 
transportation. “Sacramento has a 
pretty good RT bus system, be- 
tween light rail and Regional Tran- 
sit busses. Students have access to 


using RT and light rail, on an unlimited 
basis, 24 hours a day. I believe alot of 
people take advantage of that.” 

In addition to the effort to involve 


Students in carpooling, UTAPS is also 


responsible for encouraging employ- 
ees to carpool. “Our emphasis really 
has been focusing on employees, how- 
ever, we’re branching out into focus- 
ing on students,” Fox said. 

UTAPS is subject to reporting their 
results to the Employee Trip Reduc- 
tion Ordinance and Congestion Man- 
agement Plan. UTAPS has recently 


hired an Employee Transportation 
Coordinator who has helped in encour- 
aging employees to be involved in ride 
sharing. 

In order to get a carpool permit, a 
group of at least two students must fill 
out carpool information forms. Forms 
can be obtained at the Transportation 
and Parking Office located on the first 
floor of the parking garage. One carpool 
pemmitis then issued to theentire carpool. 
Students may also participate ina carpool 
match list by calling 445-POOL.

During his discussion Lee 
mentioned he was filming amovieabout the life of 
Jackie Robinson to bereleased in 1997, exactly 50 
years since Robinson’s first appearance in the 
major leagues. 

What an appropriate tribute to a man whose 
fame is far less promoted than it should be. When 
Robinson took the field for the Brooklyn Dodgers 
in 1947, he took with him the hopes and dreams of 
an entire race of people. With his promotion from 
the minors, the Dodgers’ Branch Rickey knew 
there wouldbeatremendousamountof opposition 
from opposing teams. 

With this in mind, Rickey made Robinson 
promise not to retaliate for the first two years. This 
means no matter how many times he was brushed 


back or how many times he was spiked at second 


base, Jackie was forced to grin and bear it. Some 
have suggested that it was this inability to fight 
back that led to Robinson’s premature death at the 
age of 53. This is not to say that Robinson never 
got back. 

On one summer afternoon a feisty player for 
the St. Louis Cardinals named Joe “Ducky” 
Medwick was on first base when there was a close 
play at second base. Replays of the game showed 
Medwick purposely lifting his leg high to spike 
Robinson in the leg. The injury was nasty and 
Robinson was bleeding profusely, butremember- 
ing his promise to Rickey, he waited for revenge. 

Revenge he would have when years later 
Medwick was on first base when a ball was hit to 
shortstop and Robinson covered the bag to try and 
turn two. Rather than throw the ball to first, 
Robinson firmly planted the ball in Medwick’s 
mouth, knocking out several of Medwick’s teeth. 
This isolated act is both a sign of Robinson’s 
competivness and his toughness. These attributes 
gave him the necessary talents to succeed in a 
“white man’s game.” Notonly did Robinson carry 
the burden of his race with him, he dominated the 
game. In 1947, Robinson won Rookie of the Year 
honors and in 1949, he was named MVP. 

Robinson’s accomplishments can not and 
should not EVER be taken for granted. He did as 
much for Civil Rights as any man of our time. Ifhe 
would have failed, there’s no telling what the 
effects would have been. His life is something to 
remember fondly, in reverence and with respect. 
Inmy humble opinion we celebrate many amean- 
ingless holiday in this country when a man of 
Robinson’s character. goes virtually unnoticed. 
Mr. Lee, Robinson’s life was a crucial step in our 
country’s progress towards equal rights, please 
whatever you do— handle with care.

Kevin McClatchy’s bid to buy 
the Pirates may be falling short 


PITTSBURGH (AP) — Kevin McClatchy 
may be having the same problem the Pitts- 
burgh Pirates have had for years: not enough 
money. 


With two weeks remaining to complete 


the deal, McClatchy now wants to raise $50 
‘million in cash, up from his original goal of 


~ $40 million: 


“The more we have in equity ... torun the 
club, the better,” McClatchy said Monday. 

McClatchy has so far identified nine 
investors who have pledged from $5 mil- 
lion to $1.25 million. He said Monday he 
may identify three others by the end of 
the week. 

A source close to McClatchy said last 
week that two other general partners who 
would make investments of $5 million each 
had yet to be identified. 

McClatchy put up $1 million of his 
own money Oct. 10 to acquire exclusive 
negotiating rights through the end of the 
month. He also negotiated a preliminary 
purchase agreement but still must prove 
to the Pirates’ bankers and major league 
baseball that he has enough cash to final- 
ize the transaction. 

If the Pirates are satisfied that he has 
raised enough money, McClatchy will make 
an additional $2 million down payment. 
Major league baseball will then begin an 
extensive background check of all of the 
investors. 

After the investigation is completed, 
at least 10 of the 14 National League 
owners and eight of the 14 American 
League owners must approve the deal. 
The approval will likely come quickly if 
McClatchy has raised the sufficient cash 
and no problems are revealed during the 


background check. 

Major league baseball gave preliminary 
approval to McClatchy but also expressed 
concerns about aspects of the deal: a $5 
million investment by Prime Sports-KBL 
and a $50 million line of credit from banks. 

Integra Bank has pledged $15 million of 
the line of credit and is trying to line up banks 
to underwrite the other $35 million. 

“Tf he can get the bank deal done, he may 
get there,” a source close to the Pirates, who 
did not want to be identified, said Monday. 
“But he’s not there yet. He still needs more 
money.” 

McClatchy, 32, scion of a wealthy Sacra- 
mento-based newspaper family, initially 
planned to raise $40 million in cash, plus the 
bank line of credit. He also expects at least 
four of the current 10 owners to retain their 
shares of the team, thereby reducing the 
equity he must raise. 

But to satisfy baseball’s strict 60-40 debt- 
to-equity ratio, McClatchy wants to line up 
an extra $10 million as a cushion against any 
unforeseen problems — including the pos- 
sible rejection of Prime Sports-KBL as a 
partner. 

With the Braves and Cubs already owned 
by media conglomerates, major league base- 
ball generally frowns upon any additional 
television-related ownership of teams. 

A potential conflict of interest exists be- 
cause Liberty Media, which owns Prime 
Sports-KBL, technically owns a share of the 
Atlanta Braves via its stake in Turner Broad- 
casting. Major league baseball rules bar the 
cross ownership of teams. 

However, the problem may be resolved 
through Time Warner’s acquisition of Turner 
Broadcasting.

Rapperreleased, says band is kaput 


ALBANY (AP)—Rapartist Tupac 
Shakur, in a New York state prison for 
nearly eight months following his con- 
viction for sexual abuse, was released 
after posting bail, officials said Friday. 

Shakur left Clinton state prison in 
Dannemora, N.Y., near the Canadian 
border about noon on Thursday, state 
prison spokesman Michael Houston 
said. 


Shakur could not immediately be 
reached for comment on Friday. 

The rapper, a target of criticism for 
depictions of violence in his work, saw 
his previously recorded album “Me 
Against the World” sell more than 1.6 
million copies while he was behind 
bars. 

He was serving a 1 1/2-to-4 year 
sentence for raping a woman in a New 


York City hotel room. 

His route to freedom was paved 
when the New York Court of Appeals 
lastmonth ruled that his bail should be 
lowered from $3 million to $1.4 mil- 
lion.

, school. “I knew what I wanted to do, 


but I didn’t have the skills to do it,” 

“T applied to the three best film 
schools in the country: the. University 
of Southern California, University of 
California Los Angeles, and New York 
University.

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Getting drunk shouldn’t be arite of passage 


* Open letter to college campuses from Donna E. 
Shalala, Secretary of Health and Human Services. 


I’m not even a heavy drinker; I just like to go out. 
Except every time I drink, I get drunk. But I only got sick 
once.” —college sophomore 

Even as college students discover the intricacies of 
quantum physics and American history, many do not 
grasp an enormous health problem on our college cam- 
puses—alcohol abuse. Now that another academic year 
has begun, think about this: Your friends and classmates 
could be among the 90,000 undergraduates from the 
class of 1996 who will ultimately die from alcohol- 
related causes. 

This is a public health crisis that lurks in the shadow, 
hiding under the guise of. tradition while placing the 
quality of your future in jeopardy. A major study by the 
Center on Addiction and Substance Abuse at Columbia 
University showed that one in three college students 
drinks primarily to get drunk, and that 42 percent of 
students had recently engaged in binge drinking (five or 
more drinks at one time). 

Everyone know that problems related to alcohol abuse 
affect all age groups—but it is with your generation that 
the long-term solution must be found. 

Many people say they drink to “loosen up.” But 
loosening up by abusing alcohol really means losing 
control. Here’s a few facts: 

* The vast majority of violent campus crimes, includ- 
ing rapes, are alcohol-related. 

*Drinking is linked to the four leading causes of 


accidental death in the U.S.—falls, drownings, burns, 
and car crashes. 

*And, the majority of college women diagnosed with 
a sexually-transmitted disease, including AIDS, were 
drunkat the time of infection. 

These tragedies aren’t the extent of the potential 
harm. You probably know people who have gained 
weight or been prone to illness because of drinking. 
Down the road, as Mickey Mantle’s recent death reminds 
us, alcohol abusers are more likely to develop liver 
disease and certain types of cancer. 

Having been a professor and university chancellor, 
I’ve talked with hundreds of students about why we have 
cultures of alcohol abuse on some campuses. The leading 
reasons I’ve heard include stress from academic pres- 
sure, loneliness, and a desire to’ be accepted. Unfortu- 
nately, you and I live in a culture where getting drunk or 
high is too often romanticized as an escape. In fact, 
substance abuse only makes things worse. 

As anew academic year begins, we need to debunk the 
dangerous myth that getting drunk is an indispensable 
part of the college experience. Fortunately, many col- 
leges and universities are responding to the problem; 
Alcohol-free social events are gaining popularity; dorm 
advisers are being better prepared to help students deal 
with the issue; and school counseling services are be- 
coming more widely available. 

But we need to do more. And so do you. We all must 
choose to take personal responsibility for making smart 
choices with our lives. Getting drunk shouldn’t be a rite of 
passage, and hangovers aren’t a prerequisite for graduation.

Rapper: 
appeal pending 


appearance in Los Angeles next Tues- 
day in return for the removal of war- 
rants for his arrest that had prevented 
his release from prison, said lawyer 
Edward Shaw. Los Angeles police ar- 
rested the rapper in April 1994, saying 
he was carrying a loaded pistol. 

Shaw. said he is preparing docu- 
ments for Shakur’s appeal of his sexual 
abuse conviction. 

Shakur had been charged with as- 
saulting a20-year-old woman who had 
agreed to meet him at a Manhattan 
hotel room. When she arrived, she said 
she was forced to perform sex acts with 
Shakur and his friends. He was acquit- 
ted of sodomy and weapons charges. 

While in prison, Shakur was mar- 
ried to his longtime girlfriend, Keisha 
Morris. 

But he was also sent to solitary 
confinement after a drug test came up 
positive. The test was ordered after a 
guard smelled marijuananear Shakur’s 
cell. 

The rapper said in a jailhouse inter- 
view that his conviction had persuaded 
him to change his criminal ways. 

““Thug Life’ to me is dead,” he said 
in the April issue of Vibe magazine. “If 
it’s real, let somebody else representit, 
because I’m tired of it. I represented it 
too much.”
